Voters in Dawson Springs 
and the surrounding area will 
see a difference in numbers 
when they report to the polls 
for the May 20 primary elec¬ 
tion — in particular their pre¬ 
cinct numbers. 

As a result of the recent 
redistricting, based on 2010 
census data, precinct num¬ 
bers have changed, and the 
Hopkins County Clerk’s office 
is encouraging residents to be 
aware of the situation. 

According to deputy clerk 
Keenan Ratliff, registered vot¬ 
ers will receive cards with 
their new precinct numbers 
in the mail approximately two 
weeks prior to the primary. 

“I would like to urge the vot¬ 
ers to take those cards to the 
polls with them so that they 
get in the correct precinct 
line,” Ratliff said. 

The four precincts voting at 
Dawson Springs High School 
are now 37, 38, 39 and 40. Pre¬ 
cincts 38 and 39 are in the 
Dawson Springs city limits, di¬ 
vided primarily by the center 
line of Arcadia Avenue (U.S. 


62). 

Residents on the north 
side of Arcadia Avenue are in 
Precinct 38, with the Dawson 
Springs city limits forming the 
remaining boundaries. This 
precinct is the largest of the 
four with close to 1,000 regis¬ 
tered voters. 

Precinct 39, with approxi¬ 
mately 600 registered voters, 
includes the areas within the 
city limits on the south side of 
Arcadia Avenue. 

Precinct 37 and 40 

maps are on page A6 

The other two precincts lie 
outside the Dawson Springs 
city limits. Precinct 37, which 
includes approximately 300 
registered voters, begins at the 
intersection of the Caldwell/ 
Hopkins County line and 01- 
ney Road and runs east on the 
south side of the center line of 
Olney Road to Bull Creek Road 
to magisterial district line 5 
and 6. On the south, it follows 
the Tradewater River to the 
Dawson Springs city limit line 
but does not include the city 
limits. The eastern border of 


Precinct 37 is a census block 
on the north and House bound¬ 
ary line 9 and 12 on the east 
which intersects with Norton- 
ville Road (U.S. 62). 

Precinct 37 includes Pur¬ 
dy Lane, parts of Fox and 


Charleston roads, Saddle Club 
Road, Kirksey Lane and part 
of Lucas Circle. Numbers 300 
and 295 are the last structures 
on Lucas Circle in this pre¬ 
cinct. Number 260 begins Pre¬ 
cinct 40. 


The 650 registered voters in 
Precinct 40 live in the area be¬ 
ginning at the western tip of 
the Dawson Springs city limits 
and following the south side of

INCLUDES RAISES FOR TEACHERS AND STATE WORKERS 

General Assembly Passes Budget

The General Assembly on Mon¬ 
day approved and sent to Gov. 
Steve Beshear a $20.3 billion, two- 
year spending plan that includes 
long-awaited pay raises for state 
employees and schoolteachers, 
but continues to cut funding for 
public universities and many 
state agencies. 

The legislature adjourned late 
Monday for a two-week break. 
It’s scheduled to return April 14 
and 15 to consider any vetoes by 
Beshear, pass a handful of last- 
minute bills and then end its 
annual session no later than mid¬ 
night April 15. 


The budget will issue far less 
debt than Beshear proposed with 
his budget plan in January. It 
has $743 million in general-fund 
bonds, compared to $1.07 billion 
in Beshear’s plan, and $721 mil¬ 
lion in agency-supported bonds, 
compared to $974 million in Bes¬ 
hear’s plan. 

The budget’s “structural imbal¬ 
ance” — how much its spending 
exceeds its dependable, recurring 
revenue — is $207 million, com¬ 
pared to $231 million in the gover¬ 
nor’s proposal. That hole is filled 
through a number of budgetary 
maneuvers, such as sweeping tens 
of millions of dollars from the 
bank accounts of state agencies 
into the state’s general fund. 


By reaching a compromise on 
the state budget with two legis¬ 
lative work days remaining, the 
Democratic-led House and Repub¬ 
lican-led Senate avoided the par¬ 
tisan breakdown seen in some 
years that forced special sessions 
costing $60,000 a day. 

The House vote on the execu¬ 
tive branch budget, which holds 
most of the money, was 91-9. The 
Senate vote was 37-1. The judi¬ 
cial and legislative branch bud¬ 
gets also were approved by over¬ 
whelming majorities. 

Some of the largest items in 
the budget changed little from the 
time Beshear proposed them to

HAVENT IN 5 YEARS OR MORE 

One In Six Need 
To See Dentists 


New data from the 
Kentucky Health Is¬ 
sues Poll show the chal¬ 
lenges Kentucky adults 
who are lower income, 
uninsured or living in 
rural areas face in get¬ 
ting dental care. Overall, 
KHIP found six in 10 (64 
percent) Kentucky adults 
went to the dentist in the 
past year while one in six 
(15 percent) had not visit¬ 
ed a dentist’s office in five 
years or more. 

“Oral health is criti¬ 
cal to overall health,” 
said Dr. Susan Zepeda, 
president and CEO of the 
Foundation for a Healthy 
Kentucky. “The latest 
KHIP findings remind us 
of the ways economics 
and geography impact 
Kentuckians’ oral health 
and access to care.” 

KHIP highlights in¬ 
clude the following: 

•About half (48 per¬ 


cent) of Kentucky adults 
with income at or below 
138 percent of the Feder¬ 
al Poverty Level reported 
seeing a dentist in the 
past year compared to 
eight in 10 (81 percent) 
of those with incomes 
above 200 percent FPL. 

•Just over half (51 per¬ 
cent) of adults who live 
in Appalachia visited a 
dentist in the past year 
compared to seven in 10 
(71 percent) of adults liv¬ 
ing outside Appalachia. 

•More than seven in 
10 (73 percent) of those 
who define their overall 
health as very good or 
excellent went to the den¬ 
tist in the past year while 
only 50 percent of those 
who said their overall 
health is fair or poor 
went to the dentist. 

•One in four (24 per-

Muhlenberg Plant Earns 
Governor’s Safety Award

The 70 employees and 
some retirees at Dyno 
Nobel were present 
March 26 in the Graham 
community of Muhlen¬ 
berg County to receive 
the Governor’s Safety 
and Health Award for 
logging more than 1 mil¬ 
lion hours without a lost¬ 
time accident. 

Deputy Secretary 
Rocky Comito, of the 
Kentucky Labor Cabinet, 
said this milestone alone 
is rare. But the company 
also did not lose time for 
a medical treatment inju¬ 
ry during those 1 million 
hours. “We don’t have an 
award for that,” Comito 
said. 

And the safety award 
earned over a seven- 
year period is special for 
another reason — the 
work the employees do. 
They make explosives, 
specifically det (detona¬ 
tion) cord and PETN or 
pentaerythritol tetrani- 
trate, a white, crystal/ 
powder explosive. 

Dyno Nobel’s inter¬ 
national company is a 
worldwide leader in com¬ 
mercial explosives. 

Guests at Dyno Nobel 
received a tour of the 
“det cord” plant includ¬ 
ing demonstrations of 
explosives made on-site, 
before Comito made a 


plaque presentation in 
front of employees and 
several retirees gathered 
in the break room. 

The Graham plant, off 
Kentucky 175, is a safety 
model for its internation¬ 
al company that is rich 
in history. Dyno Nobel 
founder, Alfred Nobel, 
invented dynamite and 
the detonator in the mid- 
1800s. He also created the 
Nobel Prizes. 

Hourly employees 
earn $14 to $15 per hour, 
and they top out at $20 to 
$21 per hour. The compa¬ 
ny also has salaried jobs, 
maintenance employees 
and engineers. 

Comito said companies 
can qualify and apply for 
the Governor’s Safety 
and Health Award after 
achieving a required 
number of hours worked 
without a lost time 
incident. The required 
amount is dependent on 
the number of employees 
at the company. For Dyno 
Nobel, they would have 
qualified at 250,000 hours. 
But they continued their 
safety run with the actual 
number of hours worked 
without a lost-time inci¬ 
dent totaling 1,011,467. 

The deputy labor sec¬ 
retary said that every 
day 12 people die in U.S. 
workplaces. Dyno Nobel’s 
culture and record have 
prevented injuries and 
illnesses, Comito said.

E-Cigarette Compromise 
Passes Kentucky House

A compromise effort 
to ban sales of electron¬ 
ic cigarettes to minors 
passed the Kentucky 
House, giving the broadly 
supported issue a chance 
at becoming law. 

House and Senate com¬ 
mittees separately had 
passed bans on sales of 
the products to minors, 
but did so with different 
language and definitions 
of the product. 

The compromise does 
not define e-cigarettes as 
tobacco products — as 
the version originally 
approved by the House 
Licensing and Occupa¬ 
tions Committee had. 
The compromise bans 
sales of products convey¬ 
ing vaporized nicotine 
or other products, where 
the Senate’s version 
focused on devices that 
convey nicotine. 

The compromise, 
inserted into Sen. Paul 
Hornback’s Senate Bill 
109, now goes to the Sen¬ 
ate. 

“This is a much wider 
definition, so anything 
that the industry can 
come up with in a vapor¬ 
ized form will be covered 


under this and will be 
prohibited (to be sold) to 
anyone under 18,” Rep. 
Joni Jenkins, D-Shively, 
said on Wednesday when 
the compromise passed 
the House licensing com¬ 
mittee. She had spon¬ 
sored the earlier House 
committee version. 

Jenkins told the House 
committee that Horn- 
back, R-Shelbyville, has 
agreed to the changes, 
as has the office of Gov. 
Steve Beshear. 

E-cigarettes are billed 
as a safer, cleaner way 
to get a nicotine fix and 
are growing in popular¬ 
ity. But some doctors 
and researchers say the 
smoking substitutes are 
harmful, especially to 
children. 

The products are cur¬ 
rently legal for all ages in 
Kentucky, as more teens 
try the products despite 
concerns being raised 
by scientists about the 
effects of e-cigarettes’ 
“secondhand vapor” on 
children. The liquid nico¬ 
tine used in the devices, 
which comes in flavors 
such as bubblegum and 
cola, is being blamed for 
a growing number of 
poisonings across the 
nation. 


3 Hopkins Co. Residents 
Face Felony Drug Charges 


The KSP arrested 
three Hopkins County 
residents on drug-related 
charges Friday. 

Trooper Joseph Bar- 
tolotti initiated a traffic 
stop after observing two 
vehicles parked at the 
dead end of Ky. 2171 near 
the Pennyrile Parkway. A 
male subject was stand¬ 
ing outside one vehicle 
making what appeared 
to be a hand-to-hand drug 
transaction. 

During the traffic stop, 
a female, later identified 
as Tamberly K. Young, 
45, of Earlington, fled on 
foot. She was apprehend¬ 
ed without incident after 
a short foot pursuit. Bar- 
tolotti located drugs and 
drug paraphernalia that 
Young had thrown into a 
wooded area. 

Young was arrested 
and charged with second- 
degree fleeing or evad¬ 
ing a police officer (on 
foot), possession of drug 
paraphernalia and first- 
degree possession of a 
controlled substance (co¬ 


caine). 

Robert M. Young, 
65, of Earlington, the 
driver of one of the ve¬ 
hicles, was arrested and 
charged with possession 
of marijuana, third-de- 
gee possession of a con¬

The check the buyer 
has given to the seller is 
written on a bogus ac- 
cunt, and the victim is 
then held responsible for 
reimbursing the bank. 

The victim must not 
only pay back the amount 
of the bogus check but 
also loses the money sent 
back to the buyer. 

The sheriff’s office 
urges citizens to be aware 
of these types of scams 
and to use caution when 
buying or selling items 
through online Web sites.

Every time the two teams have played in the 
tournament, the winner has moved on to play in the 
Final Four

Louisville, and most Cardinal fans do not like the 
Wildcats. That’s too bad. Both high profile basket¬ 
ball programs are good for the entire state. Either 
school winning a national championship or making 
it to the Final Four makes the rest of the country 
sit up and take notice — for something good for a 
change. 

C’mon Louisville fans, you don’t have to wear a 
Kentucky sweatshirt or cap, but follow the lead of 
Denny and Joe B. Let’s be friends and when the two 
teams don’t play each other, root for the in-state 
school over teams from Wisconsin, Ohio or Florida.

Congress needs to make changes

These are hard times for Con¬ 
gress. Its approval ratings have 
seen a bump from their historic 
lows of a few months ago, but 
it’s a small one. Our representa¬ 
tive democracy’s keystone politi¬ 
cal institution is widely derided 
as ineffective, unproductive, irrel¬ 
evant, and sadly out of touch. 

It is no coincidence that this 
comes while Congress has devel¬ 
oped a taste for so-called “unortho¬ 
dox lawmaking,” wandering far 
outside its traditional procedures. 
That’s why I would argue that as 
grim as things seem now, there is 
a fix for what ails Congress. 

Broadly speaking, it involves 
congressional process. Let me 
quote John Dingell, the canny 
U.S. House member from Michi¬ 
gan who recently announced his 
retirement. “I’ll let you write the 
substance,” he once told a House 
Judiciary subcommittee, “...you 
let me write the procedure, and 
I’ll screw you every time.” In leg¬ 
islative bodies, whoever controls 
the process controls the result. If 
it wants to restore itself, Congress 
must make its processes exem¬ 
plary and fair. 

Members should begin by open¬ 
ing the floor to more amendments. 
At the moment amendments are 
tightly limited, if not banned out¬ 
right, in an effort by the leader¬ 
ship to control the outcome. This 
restricts debate, impedes the free 
flow of ideas, and strengthens 
leaders while disempowering ordi¬ 
nary members. 

The leadership also needs to 
give up its concentrated power 
and hand more authority to con¬ 
gressional committees. However 
worthy congressional leaders may 
be, they cannot do the job that the 
committee system was designed 
for: holding hearings, inquiring 


deeply into issues, 
eliciting facts, laying 
out options, arguing 
over amendments, 
finding the common 
ground needed to 
advance legislation. 

The simple truth is 
that members of Con¬ 
gress are there pri¬ 
marily to legislate — 
not to raise money or 
score political points 
on television. Yet Con¬ 
gress seems to devote 
less and less time to 
crafting and passing 
legislation; it is losing the habit 
and the skills, and its work prod¬ 
uct suffers. It needs to work hard¬ 
er at the job Americans expect. 

To make this possible, the Sen¬ 
ate should do more of its business 
by simple majority vote of the sen¬ 
ators present and voting. I know 
that many senators like the ability 
to filibuster, and do not want to 
abandon the rule that requires 60 
votes to close debate. But here’s 
the thing: the super-majority rule, 
as it has been applied recently, has 
become a formula for impotence 
and disorder Every democratic 
institution in this country oper¬ 
ates by majority rule except the 
Senate, where a small minority 
can completely gum up the works. 

It’s important for the majority 
to assure fair procedures that take 
minority views fully into account, 
but at the end of the day Congress 
needs to work, not be hamstrung 
by loyalty to a Senate rule that has 
outlived its purpose. 

Which is not to say that tradi¬ 
tion has no place on Capitol Hill. 
Many of the procedures it devel¬ 
oped over long years of practice 
were designed to improve its func¬ 
tioning — especially in designing 
and enacting the federal budget. 
That process is completely broken 


now. Congress needs 
to focus its attention 
on returning to the 
traditional budget 
process of considering 
separate appropria¬ 
tions bills, as opposed 
to lumping the entire 
budget into a single 
bill. 

Other key process¬ 
es also need mending. 
The confirmation of 
presidential appoin¬ 
tees is absurdly slow, 
seriously jeopardizing 
a president’s ability to 
govern. Some 50 ambassadorial 
nominees await votes in the Sen¬ 
ate, some of them having cooled 
their heels for months, and foreign 
governments are noticing and tak¬ 
ing offense. The congressional eth¬ 
ics committees are dormant. Trav¬ 
el privileges are routinely abused 
— the government should pay for 
legitimate congressional travel 
and no trips should be paid for by 
special interest groups. The cru¬ 
cially important oversight process 
has become a political sideshow. 
Campaign expenditures should be 
limited and donors should be dis¬ 
closed. 

The point of all this is that 
Congress is listing, but it can right 
itself. It may not be able to tackle 
all of these proposed fixes at once, 
but each is within its power. Mem¬ 
bers should quit throwing up their 
hands and protesting that they 
can’t do anything about their own 
institution’s problems. It’s their 
job to put Congress back in work¬ 
ing order and they have the power 
to do it.

Army Corps of Engineers made wise move 


Early last month, we editorialized that the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers and the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service were stonewalling on their efforts 
to raise Lake Cumberland to its normal water level. 

We stated that the repairs at Wolf Creek Dam, 
which have been ongoing for seven years, were 
indeed needed. But now that it is fixed, we saw no 
reason the corps couldn’t return the lake to its origi¬ 
nal level of 723 feet. 

The corps said it had to undertake a biological 
assessment designed to “minimize any potential 
impacts to the species.” 

The reference is to a 2.5-inch minnow called the 
Duskytail Darter, which lives in the lake’s tributaries 
and was listed on the endangered species list. 

Most would agree, especially those who live near, 
around or on Lake Cumberland, that this lake is their 
livelihood. The lake is estimated to bring in $200 mil¬ 
lion in tourism revenue each year. 

They and others felt that this was a lot of money 
to be toying around with their lives over a study of a 
2.5-inch minnow. 

We agreed. 

Now, we are glad to see that the corps and the Fish 
and Wildlife Service finalized the biological study 
and have agreed to raise the lake to previous levels. 

The corps and the Fish and Wildlife Service should 
be commended for their decision and for expediting 
the process to get the water levels raised back to 
where they were seven years ago. 

It is worth noting the agencies implemented an 
expedited review and analysis process to complete 
the biological analysis in 45 days. The normal con¬ 
sultation process allows up to 135 days. They also 
are taking conservation measures to preserve the 
Duskytail darters. 

The fact that these agencies expedited the biologi¬ 
cal studies shows they do care about getting the lake 
back to its previous level. One can also take from 
their decision to expedite the process that they saw 
and heard the needs of the people of that region of 
the state and their elected officials and respected 
their wishes and needs. 

The citizens who voiced their opinions on this 
matter and U.S. Sen. Mitch McConnell, R-Ky, U.S. 
Sen. Rand Paul, R-Ky, U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers, R-Ky, and 
U.S. Rep. Ed Whitfield, R-Ky, should be applauded for 
standing up against these two very powerful agencies. 

Their voices and actions made a difference. 


In the past, there have been differences of opinion 
about the corps’ actions, but this time they got it 
right, and we give them credit for doing so. 

Now those affected for the past seven years because 
of lower lake levels hopefully will see tourists flock 
back to one of Kentucky’s most beautiful lakes, and the 
people of that region will see a sense of normalcy once 
again and their economies once again flourishing.

Legislature has performed poorly 


As the Kentucky General Assembly wound down 
its work Friday, it appears its legacy will be com¬ 
pletely underwhelming. 

Members took on a few substantive issues, making 
some significant improvements in the state juvenile 
laws, for example, in a way that should help troubled 
youths who commit minor offenses, such as truancy, 
stay out of jail and get the help they need. 

But for the most part, this legislature has been so 
dysfunctional members couldn’t even agree until the 
last minute on a way to help some school districts 
get relief from the tremendous number of snow days 
they are supposed to make up. 

Late Friday, after days of bickering and one deal 
that collapsed, a bill finally cleared the legislature 
that would allow Education Commissioner Terry 
Holliday to waive some instructional hours for 
schools that have missed the most days. Gov. Steve 
Beshear said he plans to sign it Monday. 

But the budget battle went on into the weekend 
with some Senate Republicans bent on a last-minute 
whack to the Office of Mine Safety and Licensing 
that could decimate the agency and was apparently 
offered with no thought. 

In what looks like an early Christmas present to 
the coal industry, Senate Republicans proposed cut¬ 
ting underground mine inspections from six to two 
each year and cut $5 million from the mine safety 
agency’s budget, prompting howls from safety advo¬ 
cates who fought hard to toughen oversight after the 
2006 Darby mine explosion that killed five miners in 
Harlan County. 

“We’re talking about people’s lives,” Steve Earle, 
an international vice-president for the United Mine 
Workers, told The Courier-Journal. “I am absolutely 
appalled that they would go to these extremes.” 

But hey, the Darby explosion in a mine riddled 
with safety violations was eight years ago and 
besides, Senate President Robert Stivers, a Man-

decline in coal production, there are fewer mines to 
inspect. 

Near the end of last week, Mr. Stivers said the 
Senate might be willing to allow more inspections on 
mines but wasn’t sure it would give the agency back 
any of the money it cut. While that could change, 
Kentucky coal miners need to remember who in 
Frankfort seems to care little about their safety and 
their lives. 

Meanwhile, the Senate extended its largesse to 
the Kentucky Farm Bureau, by slapping an “Ag 
Gag” measure it wanted onto an unrelated House 
Bill 222 on animal euthansia sponsored by Rep. Joni 
Jenkins, a Shively Democrat. The Senate measure 
would make it a crime to record anything going on 
at factory farms and slaughter houses without the 
owner’s permission —aimed squarely at blocking 
whistleblowers from exposing animal abuse. 

Ms. Jenkins, unhappy with this change in a bill 
meant to bar animal shelters from using gas to kill 
animals, said it likely will die in the House as a 
result. 

Also near death is a bill to restore voting rights 
to felons after it drew widespread support of folks 
including Kentucky’s junior Sen. Rand Paul, R-Bowl- 
ing Green. 

But the Senate gutted House Bill 70 and turned it 
into a voter suppression bill by adding conditions 
more onerous than Kentucky has now in its constitu¬ 
tion. 

Daily prayer vigils and pleas to lawmakers do not 
appear to have persuaded the Senate to back off. 

But it’s an election year and hopefully, voters will 
remember what harm their members did or did not 
do.

lawmakers in January until final passage Monday. 
For example, the state’s main school funding formu¬ 
la, known as SEEK, will go up by $189 million over 
the next two years, the bulk of which will be spent 
on raises for teachers and other school employees of 
1 percent in 2015 and 2 percent in 2016. 

Also, the budget will fully fund the Kentucky 
Retirement Systems, or KRS, pension contributions 
for employees of state government and nearly all 
“quasi-public agencies” enrolled in the system, cost¬ 
ing $207 million extra over two years. Beshear and 
the legislature committed to that last year as part 
of “pension reform.” The key KRS fund that cov¬ 
ers about 90,600 people has $2.6 billion in assets and 
$11.3 billion in assumed liabilities, making it only 23 
percent funded. 

Much of state government will see budget cuts 
of 2.5 percent to 5 percent, with several protected 
exceptions, such as state prisons and the Medicaid 
program. Some agencies will have lost 41 percent of 


Police Are On Lookout 
For Drivers Who Text 


In conjunction with 
National Distracted Driv¬ 
ing Awareness Month, 
law enforcement agen¬ 
cies in Kentucky are 
stepping up efforts to 
persuade drivers to put 
down the phone as part 
of the first national tex¬ 
ting enforcement crack¬ 
down — U Drive. U Text. 
UPay. 

“People need to know 
that we are serious about 
stopping this deadly be¬ 
havior,” said Kentucky 
Transportation Secre¬ 
tary Mike Hancock, who 
is Gov. Steve Beshear’s 
designated representa¬ 
tive on highway safety 
and chairman of the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Executive Com¬ 
mittee on Highway Safe¬ 
ty. “We are distributing 
federal overtime funds to 
select agencies through¬ 
out the state to strictly 
enforce our anti-texting 
law. Driving and texting 
has reached epidemic 
levels, and enforcement 
is part of the cure.” 

Violating Kentucky’s 
texting law, which took 
effect April 15, 2010, can 
be costly. Violators will 
be liable for fines of $25 
on a first offense and $50 
on each subsequent of¬ 
fense, plus court costs. 

The law bans texting 
for drivers of all ages 
while the vehicle is in 
motion. For drivers over 
18, it allows the use of 
global positioning devic¬ 
es and reading, selecting 
or entering a telephone 
number or name for the 
purpose of making a 
phone call. Texting is al¬ 
lowed only to report ille¬ 
gal activity or to request 
medical or emergency 
aid. 


For drivers under 18, 
no use of personal com¬ 
munication devices, such 
as cell phones and pag¬ 
ers, is allowed while the 
vehicle is in motion. The 
use of a global position¬ 
ing system is allowed, 
but manually entering 
information must be 
completed while the ve¬ 
hicle is stopped. 

Adding one more tool 
to combat texting and 
driving, KOHS partnered 
with Mobile Life Solu¬ 
tions on a “Text Limit” 
application. 

The “Text Limit” app, 
available at www.text- 
limit.com, eliminates 
the temptation to text 
and drive by limiting or 
disabling the ability to 
receive a text once a ve¬ 
hicle reaches a set speed 
determined by the driver. 
Once the vehicle slows 
to the selected speed, the 
phone features become 
active again. 

The cost is $24.99 per 
year, but with the code 
NOTEXKY it is free for 
the first year. 

According to the Na¬ 
tional Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration, 
3,328 people were killed 
and 421,000 injured na¬ 
tionwide in distraction- 
affected crashes in 2012, 
the most recent year for 
which data is available. 
The University of Michi¬ 
gan’s Transportation Re¬ 
search Institute reports a 
quarter of teens respond 
to a text message once 
or more every time they 
drive, and 20 percent of 
teens and 10 percent of 
parents admit they have 
extended, multi-message 
text conversations while 
driving.

cent) said their physician 
has asked about their 
oral or dental health. 
Adults whose physicians 
asked about their oral 
health were more likely 
to visit a dentist (73 per¬ 
cent) than those who 
were not asked by a phy¬ 
sician (62 percent). 

•Seventy percent of 
those who said they 
had insurance reported 
a dental visit within the 
past year.

their funding since the economic recession of 2008, 
making it possible they’ll have to lose more employ¬ 
ees, close offices, steeply increase the fees they 
charge the public and take other severe steps. 

Although Beshear proposed a 2.5 percent opera¬ 
tional budget cut to the state’s universities and 
community colleges, the legislature reduced it to 1.5 
percent. 

Senate Republicans insisted the budget include 
language prohibiting any state funds from going to 
implement the federal Affordable Care Act in Ken¬ 
tucky Stumbo shrugged that off Monday as political 
rhetoric because the Beshear administration says 
federal funds will pay for expanded Medicaid enroll¬ 
ment and the state’s health exchanges during the two 
years covered by the budget. 

Senate President Robert Stivers, R-Manchester, 
warned that if Beshear vetoes the Affordable Care 


Act language, his chamber will vote to override it. 

“If the governor strikes the language and the 
House won’t override the veto, I think that’s the 
worst political vote the House could take at this point 
in time,” Stivers said. 

Budget documents Monday show that Kentucky 
expects to spend $7.9 billion in fiscal 2015 and $8.2 
billion in fiscal 2016 to provide Medicaid coverage 
to more than 1.1 million people, or about one-fourth 
of the state’s population, due largely to their low 
incomes. Most of that money is federal. 

The state’s two-year road plan remains in nego¬ 
tiation between the House and Senate. A proposed 
1.5-cent-a-gallon increase in the gas tax, backed by 
the House but opposed by the Senate, appears dead. 
On Monday, Stumbo said the road plan would be 
based on revenue projections from the existing gas 
tax, as the Senate wanted. The Senate plan called 
for spending $3.67 billion on transportation projects 
over the next two years, while the House version of 
the bill would spend $3.92 billion.

After the Panthers’ open¬ 
ing softball game was played 
in near freezing temperatures, 
the second game was played 
in a steady rain at the local 
municipal park.

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Kentucky is prime place to fish for smallmouth bass

You hear about Lake St. Clair, Mille Lacs, Lake Erie 
and the upper Mississippi River as waters that pro¬ 
duce the best smallmouth fishing in the United States. 

As far as catching numbers of smallmouth with 
many of those larger than 4 pounds, you can’t argue 
with the sentiment. However, to catch the largest speci¬ 
mens in the world, you need to fish in Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 

This statement isn’t regional boastful pride or being 
a homer, it is fact. The three largest smallmouth bass 
on the ESPN/Bassmaster Top 25 Smallmouth Bass list 
came from one water body: Dale Hollow Lake, which 
straddles the Kentucky-Tennessee line in south-cen¬ 
tral Kentucky. 

The all-tackle world record came out of Dale 
Hollow, an 11-pound, 15-ounce behemoth. Leitchfield’s 
David L. Hayes caught that fish by trolling points in 
the Kentucky section of the lake on the morning of 
July 9,1955. Dale Hollow produced John Gorman’s sec¬ 
ond place smallmouth, a 10-pound, 14-ounce fish 
caught in April 1969. Gorman fooled the smallmouth 
with a white doll fly fished in the Obey River arm of 
the lake. Paul Beal’s 10-pound, 8-ounce third place 
smallmouth struck a smoke-colored grub in April 1986 
from the Hendrick’s Creek arm of the lake. 

In all, six of the top 10 smallmouth bass on the list 
came from Dale Hollow. 

“The upper Cumberland River system has great 
smallmouth bass genetics,” said John Williams, south¬ 
eastern fisheries district biologist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “Since 
this general area produces the biggest smallmouths on 
record, the genetics are excellent for producing huge 
specimens.” 

Kentucky is blessed with three world-class small¬ 
mouth lakes: Laurel River Lake, Lake Cumberland and 
the upper section of Dale Hollow Lake that produced 
the world record. Williams and his crew oversee the 
smallmouth bass management on Laurel River Lake 
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and Lake Cumberland and assist with the Kentucky 
portion of Dale Hollow Lake. 

The numbing cold of this past winter has fishing 
rhythms well behind most years. March is normally 
one of the best months of the year for trophies, but 
this year it will be April as water temperatures are just 
now breaking into the upper 40s on these lakes. 

In spring, smallmouth bass move from their winter 
hideouts — along steep points, bluffs or suspended 
above channel drops — toward their spawning 
grounds on gently sloping banks that run from shal¬ 
low to medium-depth water. 

Long, extended points that run well out in the lake 
also make good spring areas in these lakes as do the 
shallow ends of small coves that run off the main lake 
or a major creek arm. 

Jerkbaits and swimbaits also fool smallmouths on 
sloping banks in spring. Anglers report catching 
smallmouth bass above 4 pounds recently on Dale 
Hollow using Tennessee shad-colored swimbaits and 
clown-colored jerkbaits fished on gently-sloping pea 
gravel banks. Those banks with some grass on them 
are best. 

“If I wanted to catch a smallmouth bass 6 pounds or 
better, I would go to Laurel River Lake,” Williams said. 
“I hear regularly of smallmouths over 7 pounds com¬ 
ing from the lake and it seems to improve every year.” 

Small, pearl-colored swimbaits rigged on V* -ounce 
lead-head jigs are deadly in spring on long, sloping 
points in Laurel. Blade baits ripped off the bottom and 
allowed to settle again also work well in these spots. 
Watch your line intently when the blade bait sinks to 
bottom again as smallmouth often pick it off as it set¬ 
tles. 

“Laurel is harder to fish and can be terribly frus¬ 
trating and you’ll leave convinced there isn’t a small¬ 
mouth in it,” explained Williams, who caught his per- 


Beshear praises Corp for lake level decision 


Gov. Steve Beshear praised the U.S. Army Corp of 
Engineers (USACE) last week for deciding to raise the 
water levels at Lake Cumberland to 723 feet above sea 
level this summer. Water levels at Lake Cumberland 
have not been at the traditional 723-foot level since 
January 2007. 

The Corps’ decision to raise water levels at Lake 
Cumberland will give a much-needed economic boost 
to the citizens and businesses throughout the region 
that rely on tourism dollars,” said Gov. Beshear. “I 
am pleased that the Corps and U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service have expeditiously resolved the issues 
facing endangered habitat within the water, and 
that the lake will be open at conventional levels in 
time for the summer season. This is wonderful news 
for Lake Cumberland residents and everyone who 
enjoys fishing and boating at this first-rate Kentucky 
tourism destination.” 

The US ACE initially drained water from the lake 
in January 2007 after concluding there was a high 
risk that Wolf Creek Dam could fail due to leaking 
water channels. Since that time, the leaks have been 
successfully repaired, and the Corps was expected to 
raise the lake to normal levels in time for the 2014 
summer tourism season. 

However, in January, the Corps announced that 
due to the discovery of new habitats of duskytail 
darters, an endangered species, the water level could 
not be raised because it would put the fish population 
at risk. The fish were found at seven new locations 
in the headwaters portion of the Big South Fork 
embayment in Lake Cumberland. 

Gov. Beshear contacted the Nashville US ACE office 
in February to express his concern about the impact 
of delaying the raising of the lake level, particularly 
for a region that depends heavily on fishing and 
outdoor recreation tourism. 

“This is great news,” said Bob Stewart, secretary 
of the Tourism, Arts and Heritage Cabinet. “This 


will have an immediate and significant impact on 
this year’s tourism season on and around one of 
Kentucky’s most popular recreational destinations.” 

USACE worked closely with the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service to expedite the Biological Opinion, 
which was necessary for the Corps to return the 
lake to its normal recreation season level of 723 feet. 
The Corps and the Service will implement three 
conservation measures to protect the duskytail 
darter. 

The Corps will begin to capture water in Lake 
Cumberland immediately; how quickly the lake 
returns to its peak target elevation will depend on 
rainfall totals and frequency. 
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sonal best 6-pound, 3-ounce smallmouth from the lake 
two years ago. “Then, you catch a monster and you are 
motivated again.” 

The smallmouth population in Lake Cumberland is 
consistently good year after year. “The lake’s small¬ 
mouths are in great condition with many 20-inch and 
longer fish in the population,” Williams said. 

The sloping banks near Low Gap Island, in the mid¬ 
dle and lower sections of Otter, Caney and Wolf creeks 
all have excellent trophy spring smallmouth potential. 
Swimming a small black and purple or olive hair jig 
just above bottom in these areas produces strikes right 
now. Slowly working deep-diving red or orange and 
brown crankbaits from shallow to deep on these banks 
works well. 

Crawling or swimming 5/16-ounce finesse jigs in 
the Cumberland Craw color along the bottom in these 
areas also draws strikes as does deadsticking black 
finesse worms on y 4 -ounce Shakey heads. 

The rip-rap along the dam almost always holds 
spring smallmouths. 

“These lakes have the potential to produce world- 
class specimens in springtime,” Williams said. “Now 
is the time to fish if you can.”

Life Is Still Good Without an Appendix 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: My 13-year- 
old son went to band camp for five 
days. On day three, he had terrific 
stomach pain and started to vomit. 
The instructors were alarmed and took 
him to the local hospital, where doctors 
diagnosed appendicitis. We had to give 
phone permission for him to have an 
operation. Everything went fine, and 
he recovered quickly. 

My wife and I have a few questions. 
Could he have eaten something that 
caused appendicitis? What does not 
having an appendix do to people? No 
one in my wife’s or my family has 
had such an operation. We’re ignorant 
about all this. - G.G. 

ANSWER: The appendix dangles 
from the first part of the colon in the 
lower-right side of the abdomen. It 
looks like a slender worm, and has an 
average length of 3 inches (8 cm). The 
function of the appendix isn’t clearly 
defined, but it might have a role in 
body immunity. Life without an appen¬ 
dix goes on as normally as life with 
one. 

The appendix has a hollow core, 
which is lined with lymphoid tissue, 
the same kind of tissue found in lymph 
nodes. Bacteria from the colon can 
invade the hollow core and cause the 
lymph tissue to swell. Swelling cuts off 
blood supply, and the appendix begins 
to disintegrate - appendicitis. Undi¬ 
gested food or hard fecal material also 
can block the appendix’s core and lead 
to the same situation. Nothing your 
son ate is likely the cause. All the other 
campers ate the same food as he, but 
he was the only one to develop this 
problem. 

The pain of appendicitis most often 
starts in the area of the navel (belly- 
button) and works its way toward the 
lower-right corner of the abdomen. 


Temperature rises. Vomiting is com¬ 
mon, and sometimes diarrhea is part 
of the picture. A doctor, by what he or 
she hears from the patient, along with 
the examination of the abdomen, usu¬ 
ally can make the diagnosis. In confus¬ 
ing circumstances, an ultrasound is 
most helpful. 

Millions of people worldwide live 
without an appendix. They do quite 
well. So will your son.

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: When I was 
about 10 years old, I got the mumps. 
Now I am 30 and have been married for 
three years. My wife and I want to have 
a family, but we aren’t having any luck. 

Do you think the mumps made me 
infertile? - J.Z. 

ANSWER: In around 40 percent of 
men who get the mumps after puberty, 
the virus also travels to the testicles. 
That results in impaired fertility in 
only 13 percent. Sterility almost never 
happens. If both testicles are infected, 
then sterility might be a problem. 

Before puberty, testicular involve¬ 
ment is rare, and infertility isn’t a 
problem. You were only 10. It’s highly 
unlikely that the mumps caused you to 
be infertile. 

You and your wife shouldn’t have to 
handle this problem on your own. Why 
not consult a doctor so both of you can 
be examined? An answer to the ques¬ 
tion why you aren’t having the family 
you want will be found, and a solution, 
if possible, will be suggested.

A dozen years ago, it 
sounded like an idea 
perfectly suited for this 
region — a 283-mile Blue- 
grass, Blues and BBQ 
Scenic Byway stretching 
across eight counties. 

But now, five years 
after nearly $100,000 
in federal money was 
approved the project has 
fallen into inactive sta¬ 
tus and subject to being 
terminated, according to 
the Kentucky Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet. 

But the project may be 
getting new life. At its 
Feb. 25 meeting, accord¬ 
ing to a court employee, 
Ohio Fiscal Court passed 
a resolution agreeing to 
take the lead on the long- 
dormant project and be 
responsible for handling 
all the administrative 
work necessary to take it 
forward. 

Hancock County 
Judge-Executive Jack 
McCaslin said his fiscal 
court will have to discuss 
the issue, but if Ohio 
County is willing to take 
the lead on the project, 
Hancock County will 
probably be supportive. 

Daviess County Trea¬ 
surer Jim Hendrix said 
the county isn’t inter¬ 
ested in taking the lead 
on the project but isn’t 
likely to oppose its imple¬ 
mentation. 

In 2009, the project 


was awarded $97,000 in 
federal money by the 
Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet. 

The scenic highway, 
created by the state in 
2003, would take visi¬ 
tors through Hancock, 
Daviess, Henderson, 
Union, Webster, McLean, 
Muhlenberg and Ohio 
counties, using parts of 
U.S. 60, Kentucky 56, Ken¬ 
tucky 81 and other area 
highways. 

In 2007, the trail won 
a federal grant of $61,000 
to develop a management 
plan. 

The scenic byway was 
envisioned as three inter¬ 
connecting music trails 
that would take motor¬ 
ists through the eight 
counties. The Bill Mon¬ 
roe Bluegrass Trail in 
Ohio County, the Everly 
Brothers/Merle Travis 
Trail in Muhlenberg 
County and the W.C. 
Handy Blues Trail in 
Henderson, Webster and 
Union counties were to 
make up the byway. 

Beginning at the Wil¬ 
liam H. Natcher Bridge 
in Maceo, the scenic 
byway was to meander 
through the counties and 
pass by such places as 
a replica of a one-room 
schoolhouse in Hancock 
County, the Bill Monroe 
homeplace near Rosine, 
the Battle of Sacramen¬ 
to site, and the Interna¬ 
tional Bluegrass Music 
Museum.
